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Foch Will Present Armistice Term 
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Allied Forces Are Only Eight 
Miles Away From the Fortress of 
Mauberge--Great Drive on 


Germans Retreat So Fist That They Are out of Touch with Pursu- 
ing Troops in Placei—French Have Advanced and Americans 
Near Dun, on the Meuse River 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—The Germans are retreating on a seventy- 
five mile front from the River Scheldt to the River Aisne. 

In the face of the German retreat the situation changes so rap- 
idly hour by hour that it is impossible to give a definite idea of the} 
Allied advance. 

Allied troops have crossed the Franco-Belgian frontier between | 
Valenciennes and Bavay;, which is eight miles west of the fortress of | 
Mauberg. The Allies nre within two miles of Bavay. They have’ 
captured the whole of Mormal forest except the eastern edge. 

Then the line runs from Maroilles to the western edge of Nouv- 
ron forest, two miles east of Guise, two miles south of Marle and) 
along the Serre river to Clermont river, and then in a straight line 
to Chateau-Porecein. Owing to the poor weather the Allied pursuit 
has lost touch with, the enemy’s.main body. French troops have 
crossed the Ardennes canal on both sides of Le Chesne and have ad- | 
vanced for a distance of about one mile. The Americans have forced 
the bridgehead south of Dun, on the River Meuse, but have not yet 


occupied Dun.

AMERICANS RAIN 
BOMBS UPON THE 
FLEEING GERMANS 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
SOUTHWEST OF VERDUN, Nov. 5.— 
(8 p. m.)—More than three tons of 
bambs were dropped today on Mouzon 
and Raucourt as enemy troops passed 
through the villages bound north. 
Fokkers attacked the Americans in 
groups of fifteen to twenty. 

Fourteen Fokkers were 
down and three American fliers are 
missing. The bombs caused fires in 
warehouses and barracks and confu- 
sion among the enemy troops. Aerial 
photographs show thirty-six shell and 
bomb holes in the railway yards at 
Conflans, The main line through Con- 
flans was put out of commission, at 
least temporarily, while allthe tracks 
were damaged. 

The Conflans railroad has been a 
regular target for American bombers 
and big guns recently, as the Germans 
were using this line to bring up troops 
which had been in the quiet sectors 
around Metz and in Lorraine. One 
photograph shows a line of freight 
cars on a sector but no activity. <A 
week ago photos of the same yards de- 
picted them as humming with action, 
with trains coming and going.

GERMANS RETREAT IN SEDAN SECTOR 
With the American Army on the Sedan Front, Nov. 5.—The im 
portance of the new positions gained by the Americans, notably the 
| heights south of Beaumont, may be gauged by the declaration by the 
| chief of staff hardly an hour before the news came that the Ger. 
mans had begun to retreat from their positions. 
Sunday noon the correspondent had asked as to whether the 
American long range bombardment of the Mezieres-Longuyon rail- 
way had been effective. The officer gave as his opinion that a further 
| advance of nine or ten miles was necessary before the bombardment 
/could become vitally effective. Nor did he anticipate that it would 
be possible seriously to disturb the German communications for days 
to come, referring to the infinitely difficult terrain lying to the north, 
| with its succession of ridges, ravines, hills and forests. The enemy, 
although driven behind his previously fortified defences, had 
abundantly shown the ability to utilize each knoll and clump of trees 
| for echeloned machine gun positions, which had to be wiped out 
}individually before an advance was possible. Within an hour the 
| German retreat had begun, contrary to the conservative officer’s most 
sanguine expectations, and during the day that followed more than 
| twelve miles had been gained. 
German forces are strengthening the Meuse line north of the 
| American front. There are indications that this work was resumed 
during the last few days and that soldiers are laboring on it day and 
night. Reports agree that this strengthening operation extends 

along the line running from Mezieres to Mont Medy, Longuyon and 
| Diedenhofen. 

In various places in front of this line, where the Germans have 
expected to make a last stand in France, tank traps are already eom- 
| pleted. These traps are one hundred yards long, 10 yards wide and 
| 10 yards deep. They are covered with boards hidden by earth and
